NUCLEAR 
AWARENESS WEEK 


March 8-12 has been declared by an ASBI decree to be ‘‘Nuclear 
Awareness Week”’ at Clatsop College. As is suggested by its title, 
“Nuclear Awareness Week”’ is intended to spread information on 
the pros and cons of nuclear energy, especially to give us all an 
intelligent base for voting on the ‘Nuclear Safeguards Initiative” 
in the November election. We intend to present the different sides 
of the nuclear issue, and hope to make available the resources for 
answering your questions (assuming they are answerable) on 
nuclear power as an energy source. 

On with the week’s events . . . 

Monday, March 8 at 1:30, twenty fortunate students will 
embark and travel in college vehicles to the Trojan Nuclear Power 
Plant in Rainier. After a scene in the plants visitor center (do they 
really wear gyroscopes in their hair?), and a presentation in the 
ecosphere; that “‘spellbinding experience in sight and sound,”’ the 
group will hopefully venture forth on a bus tour of the plant itself. 
The plant tour has not been confirmed at this writing, but the 
management at Trojan feels that tours will probably begin the first 
week in March. A sign up sheet for this little outing will be posted on 
the “Your ASBI Presents” board in the student union on Monday, 
February 23, awaiting the first twenty people tosign. 

Also for “Nuclear Awareness Week,” we have two scheduled 
speakers. Dave Lawrence from the Oregonians for Nuclear 
Safeguards is statewide campus coordinator for that 
organization. He is a 1973 graduate from University of Puget Sound 
with a double major in urban studies and physics. Mr. Lawrence 
will be discussing the nuclear power question and what effect the 
Nuclear Safeguards Initiative will have on the nuclear industry 
future in Oregon. ‘ 

George E. Carter, manager of the Trojan visitors center, will be 
on campus on Thursday, March 11 for a noon presentation in P322. 
Mr. Carter has a Bachelor of Arts Degree from Bethel College, 
McKenzie Tennessee, with graduate work at St. Louis University, 
William Jewel College, and the University of Missouri. He has a 
major in biology and minor in chemistry. The American Nuclear 
Society and National Science Teachers Association are among his 
affiliations. Mr. Carter’s presentation will be titled “‘Energy and 
Society” and will include discussion on the U.S. energy picture, 
nuclear power plants—their safety and environmental con- 
siderations, and the Oregon Nuclear Safeguards ballot measure. 

Both speakers have expressed an interest in speaking for classes 
or other groups throughout the day, so teachers or individuals who 
are interested in this please leave a message for ASBI at the 
switchboard. 

As children of the nuclear age it seems only fitting that we un- 
derstand the potentials of the machine that we're creating. Is it 
worth the risk to this and future generations, and can we con- 
sciously leave a nuclear legacy for posterity? A degree in nuclear- 
physics is not a prerequisite for deciding the feasibility of nuclear 
power; and in November the people of Oregon will have a voice in 
that decision. It is best we understand what that decision is all 


about.

The Lost Cue

“Hey, man did you hear that they (ASBI) are going to 
make us start paying for pool games? What a burn!” 
The rumor of possible pay pool tables began the 
morning after one of the cue balls disappeared—rumor 
had it that someone rolled it down the hill into the 
Columbia, but it was later found by a janitor. The issue 
of pay tables stirred up more concern about student 
cece, or student concern over anything at all in a 
ong while. Tuesday evening of February 9th, the ASBI 
Board meeting was choked with concerned and ex- 
cited students. For once the meeting was actually 
compelling. 

Some interesting statistics came to light in the 
meeting. For instance: Since the beginning of the year, 
over twenty-one cue sticks have been broken beyond 
repair. Also, at the beginning of the fall term, the ASBI 
invested $165 in having the tables recovered and 
balanced. But, there is a catch—last year’s student 
government appropriated only $123 of the ASBI budget 
toward equipment repair. Equipment repair en- 
compasses the student union amusements. Ob- 
viously there is no money left to keep these popular 
items in playable condition. 

The negligence and anti-social attitudes of a few have 
rendered these facilities to the poor shape they are in: 
The frustrated shark who scratches on the eight ball 
and throws his stick to the floor in anger; the lazy slob 
who carelessly leans his or her stick against the wall 
where it promply slides to the floor; and of course, the 
jerk who tries to pry a free game out of the foosball 
table with a cue stick. There is also the nonstudent who 
doesn’t give a damn, plus the adults who let their little 
maniacs go beserk in the union while they attend 
classes. 

At any rate, only two cue sticks are in functioning 
condition, and with the current mortality rate, these 
have not long to live. 

What can you do to keep these important facilities in 
working order? First off, be responsible . . . treat the 
tables and sticks as if they were your own.

If you are engaged in a love 
affair with Hamburger Helper, 
Instant Breakfast, Space Sticks, 
Kellogg’s Corn Flakes, or 
Brown and Serve Rolls, skip 
this. 

Although a high proportion of 
foods in the stores today are 
processed, prepared 
especially, sweetened, it is still 
possible to buy unadulterated 
foods. One excellent source of 
unprepared foods in Astoria is 
the Community Store, located 
on Marine Drive between 
Frank’s Barber Shop and Pat 
and Len's Cafe. 

At first glance the Com- 
munity Store appears a bit 
dusty and dingy and not at all 
like a supermarket with grand 
arrays of prettily colored 
plastic and cardboard 
packages. Looking, beyond the 
lack of glitter, one perceives 
another significant difference. 

jle many of the foods in the 
Cofmunity Store are “ready- 
to-eat,’”’ there are no so-called 
“convenience foods."’ What 
does it mean? It means that 
your breakfast cereal doesn’t 
have to have sugar in it. Your 
Spaghetti sauce doesn’t have to 
contain corn syrup, dextrose, 
and polysyllabic chemical 
additives. It means that the 
Community Store doesn’t tell 
you what to eat. Its primary 
goal is to provide our com- 
munity with food, in its most 
basic forms, and leave the 
preparation of the food to the 
consumer. 

Some things the Community 
Store is not: A capitalistic 
venture — the only profit the 
store takes is used to pay the 
bills and hopefully to fill more 
community needs; a health food 
store — it is not a specialty store 
featuring vitamin supplements; 
a polticial statement — political 
opinions flow freely through the 
Community Store, just as they 
do through Safeway; they sell 
to anarchists, fascists, and 
apathists alike — all must be 
fed; everything — we don’t 
have everything, vegetables 
only in local season, few fresh 
fruits, no meat; these gaps exist 
not by choice but simply 
through economic inability to 
reach that far. 

One further thing the Com- 
munity Store is: an unusual 
social experience. How often do 
you enter a grocery store and 
help someone fill a bottle with 
oil? How often do you enter a 
grocery store and find yourself 
behind the cash register 
checking out your friends, 
neighbors and brand new 
open 8:305°30 Monday threugh 
open 9:30-5: y thro:

S1 Restricts Freedoms 


At any time in the next ten weeks, the Bicentennial Congress may 
take up a bill—Senate Bill No. 1, House Bill 3907—that would deal 
body blows to the rights Americans have cherished since 1776. 

Senate Bill No. 1 is a 753 page revision of the U.S. Criminal Code 
with numerous insertions by Watergate defendants, Attorneys 
General John Mitchell and Richard Kleindiest, to expand secrecy 
and to make it even harder for Americans to learn what their 
government is doing, and to protest as they see fit. 

Freedom of the Press would be restricted by imposing 3 years to 
life for communicating to the public classified information such as 
the Watergate papers and cover-up. Former Supreme Court 
Justice Arthur Goldberg has testified that in his judgement 75 per 
cent of all classified information is justifiably classified. SB-1 
— threatens the public’s right to know what the government 
is doing. 

Limitations on protection of privacy would be affected by 
broadening government authority for wiretapping and the use of 
such evidence in the court. Payment would be made to landlords 
who cooperate with wiretapping and the use of such evidence in the 
court, with criminal penalties for those who do not. Telephone 
companies would be required to cooperate ‘‘unobstrusively.”” 

Freedom of Speech, protected by the First Amendment since the 
nation’s founding, has allowed Americans to assemble and express 
dissent. Virtually every kind of civil rights, peace and other protest 
action would be threatened with severe penalties under a series of 
vaguely-drafted infringements on the right of assembly. 

SB-1 permits no conviction of defendants for crimes which they 
were induced to commit under pressure of police agents. SB-1 
would legitimize ‘“‘Watergate crimes”’ of federal officials, such as 
perjury, wiretapping and burglary while increasing prison sen- 
tences and fines for all civilian felonies. 

Senators Hatfield and Packwood need to hear your response to 
the bill. This is not far-off Washington legislation that will have 
little effect here. It is a serious threat to the foundations of our 
country which is the shelter of our free way of life. 

We would urge the senators to reject the bill outright. The bill is 
too complex and threatens so many diverse liberties, that to amend 
it could prove ineffective in protecting our freedoms.

What’s Your 


On Tuesday, April 20, a 
significant event will occur in 
Clatsop County. On that date, 
the operating budgets of most 
Schoo! districts in Clatsop 
County will be submitted to the 
vote, and Board vacancies in all 
county school districts will be 
filled. Needless to say, the 
outcome of these elections is 
critical to the educational effort 
in Clatsop County. 

Clatsop Community College 
will be submitting a budget on 
that date, calling for a local 
general fund tax levy of 
$1,137,682. This figure 
represents an increase in the 
local levy of only $80,522 over 
that approved for the current 
year. The cost to the local 
taxpayer is estimated to be no 
more than $1.86 per thousand 
true cash value of property 
evaluation as compared to an 
estimated cost of $1.85 per 
thousand approved by the 
voters this year, or an 
estimated increase of no more 
than one cent per thousand. In a 
period of high inflation such as 
that experienced during the 
past year, we believe this 
budget to be a very realistic, 
conservative approach worthy 
of voter support. 

I urge each and every one of 
you, if you have not already 
done so, to register now to vote 
in that election. Help remove 
the “silent” from the majority.

All students need work ex- 
perience 

Unpaid work experiences 
should be required for all high 
school and college students, a 
study conducted for NIE has 
recommended. 

The College Entrance 
Examination Board (CEEB), 
which conducted the study, 
found on-the-job experiences 
the most promising means of 
smoothing the transition from 
student to employee. CEEB 
surveyed four states— 
California, Florida, New Jer- 
sey, and Ohio—to find better 
links between education and 
work. 

“Actual work experience is as 
important for the aspiring 
hospital administrator as it is 
for the ecologist-to-be as it is for 
the automobile mechanice 
trainee,”’ the CEEB report 
states. 
~ The gap between education 
and work cannot be entirely 
closed, the report cautions, 
because our society assigns 
fundamentally different roles to 
the school and the work place. 
Furthermore, schools cannot 
train students for entering: jobs 
because ‘‘with minor exceptions 
for fairly specific trades, job 
requirements for most 
professions and occupations are 
no more specific in reality than 
the competencies demonstrated 
by a high school diploma or a 
college degree,” the report 


notes. 

The report also sets forth 
recommendations for local, 
State and Federal actions.

VETS: STUDY ABROAD 


I am a U.S. Veteran and a 
citizen of Costa Rica and have 
gained from the experience of 
studying abroad. For students 
of our century, foreign study 
has become an essential part of 
education, preparing them for 
the challenge of the future. 
Mankind must break through 
the narrow national and 
provincial confines toward 
feeling, thinking and acting in a 
way that encompasses all men 
as a whole. Studying abroad 
gives a student a broader 
outlook, a new sense of purpose, 
and a degree of sophistication 
that comes from close contact 
with members of other cultures.

Houseplants 


Now that my advice has been 


eng plants and you'd like more, 
the green materials used to 
purchase them is a little short? 
No problem! Many species of 
plants are propagated by stem 
cuttings. 

The important thing to 
remember when propagating 
with stem cuttings is to make 
the separation at the leaf node; 
that is where the leaf grows 
from the stem. Roots are able to 
sprout easier from the nodes. 

For a healthy set of roots 
from your cuttings, I suggest 
starting them in moist sand 
rather than water. The reason I 
suggest this is that when 
Starting cuttings in water the 
roots tend to stick together 
when removed from the water. 
This means that when you plant 
your rooted cuttings in the soil 
they will be concentrated in one 
Spot rather than reaching to all 
directions in the soil. When 
starting cuttings in sand the 
roots grow in every direction, 
thusly a healthier cutting at the 
time of potting. 

Now, ivies and philodendrons 
are two species that can grow 
forever in water. If you want to 
do this and not fool with soils or 
sand, go ahead. But the con- 
tainer used to do this should not 
be clear. A clear glass container 
allows too much sunlight into 
the water and algae can grow. 
Avoid algae by using a con- 
tainer that will filter the 
sunlight. Change the water a 
couple of times a month and add 
fertilizer to it as usual.

THE TV JUST WENT ON 
THE BLINK AGAIN!!! 

If this has happened (and I 
know it probably has), you 
know how much it costs these 
days to have your television 
repaired, but it doesn’t have 
to be that way. The majority 
of television problems are 
caused by faulty tubes 
(unless you have a solid state 
TV). So why pay a service 
charge of anywhere from $7 
to $17 just to have your tubes 
checked, when you can do it 
yourself? 

Here are a few helpful hints 
for the do-it-yourself TV 
repair. Firstly, there are two 
things that you must 
remember: once you take the 
tubes out, be sure to get them 
back in the proper places. 
Secondly, there is no need to 
be paranoid about getting 
shocked if you make sure you 
unplug the set before you go 
to work. 

To be sure you get the tubes 
back in their proper 
positions, look on the back of 
the set to see if there is a tube 
chart, before you take the 
tubes out. The chart will show 
the position of the tubes, 
identifying them by their tube 
number. This is usually a 
number followed by two 
letters, and then another 
number, such as 6BQ5 or 
23BY7 or 6AL6. If your TV 
doesn’t have & tube chart, or 
if you can’t figure it out, 
make your own chart, using 
the tube number or your own 
number. 


A couple of tubes that you 
might not notice up in 
the tuner (behind the channel 
selector), and inside a metal 
box marked ‘‘CAUTION 
HIGH VOLTAGE INSIDE” 
(check this tube only if the 
screen of your TV is black). 

Once you have the tubes out 
of the set and you know where 
they go, take them down to 
your local supermarket or TV 
repair shop, use their tube 

~ checker and replace the 
baddies (insist on name 
brands). If the TV still fails to 
work right, consult a 
reputable TV repairman and 
be prepared to pay a 
minimum of $15 to $25 labor 
charge to have the set fixed.
